Dr.  \\ . T.  Eowrcy  not  being  present, 
Gov.  E.  F.  Noel,  vice-president,  was  re- 
quested to  preside  until  such  time  as  Dr. 
Lowrey  shall  arrive. 

Address  of  welcome  was  delivered  by  Dr. 
Win.  A.  Borum,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
church  He  said  in  part : “Jackson  is 
a city  of  conventions  of  all  kinds.  1 give 
you  a hearty  welcome  to  our  city,  church 
und  homes.  The  convention  met  here  12 
years  ago  when  the  city  was  small  and 
when  the  Baptist  cause  was  weak  and  when 
the  church  was  encumbered  with  debt,  and 
this  convention  exhonorated  it;  and  now 
we  come  to  give  some  account  of  our  stew- 
ardship. Since  that  time  Baptists  have 
more  than  quadrupled  in  numbers  and  kept 
progress  with  all  other  interests  iu  the 
State. 

In  ten  years  the  contributions  of  the  con- 
vention to  foreign  missions  have  gone  from 
♦lb  WO  to  ♦41,000.  It  would  be  hard  to 
find  any  denomination  which  has  made  such 
splendid  progress.  We  are  going  on  to 
greater  things  in  the  future:  ♦300, Of X)  for 
Mississippi  College,  $50,000  for  the  Baptist 
Hospital,  and  other  great  things. 

The  response  was  made  by  Dr.  W.  11. 
Morgan,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  church 
of  Brookhaveu;  Ho  said  in  part:  “Jack- 
son  has  conic  to  be  the  capitol  of  Buptist  in- 
terests as  well  as  the  interests  of  the  State. 

“This  church  is  iu  some  measures  a child 
of  this  convention,  and  it  is  fitting  now 
that  this  meeting  of  the  convention  be  held 
here.  We  are  glad  to  be  here,  and  we  join 
hauds  with  you  us  you  have  so  courteously 
welcomed  us,  and  hope  this  convention  will 
as  expressed  in  the  address  of  welcome, 
launch  out  into  the  great  movements  for 
the  ^lory  of  God.  We  arc  glad  to  be  here  ’’ 

Secretary  A.  V.  Rowe  read  the  twenty- 
seventh  report  of  the  Convention  Board. 
The  report  makes  beautiful  reference  to  the 
departure  of  our  beloved  Brother  II.  F. 
Sproles,  who  was  loved  ardently  by  even- 
brother  of  the'eonyention.  The  report  men- 
tions the  death  of,  several  missionaries.  The 
report  show*  that  only  $1,699.26  has  been 
given  for  ministers’  fund.  The 

report  further  shoWnhat  758  wore  baptiz- 
ed by  the  missionaries';  767  received  by  let- 
ter; 180  restored;  seven  churches  organ- 
ized, and  133  Sunday  Schools;  $1,586.00  col- 
lected hv  the  missionaries  for  State  Mis- 
sions; $982 (X)  for  Home  Missions;  $1,286.00 
for  Foreign  Missions,  and  $4,850.00  for  oth- 
er purposes. 

Received  for  State  Missions,  $26.000  00. 
General  Association  gave  $5,000  00.  In  the 
fare  of  great  difficulties  the  board  has  made 
great  progress. 

After  the  devotional  exercises,  conducted 

( 


by  H.  L.  Martin,  the  trusteea  of  t£e  Missis 
sippi  Baptist  Hospital  made  their  report. 
The  hoard  projected  the  hospital  on  a basis 
of  $100, 0(H)  and  is  soliciting  funds  with  this 
end  in  vji-w.  The  board  has  arranged  that 
one  half  of  it  be  bpilt  now  as  a complete 
hospital,  and  the  remainder  as  the  funds 
come  in.  Flans  have  been  adopted  for  the 
building.  Rev.  Bryan  Simmons  was  elect- 
ed as  financial  secretary  of  the  board,  aud 
has  done  efficient  work  during  the  past  few 
months.  Additional  secretaries  will  be  put 
in  the  field  at  an  early  date  to  assist  in 
raising  the  $50, (XH)  needed  now.  During 
the  past  year  there  have  been  193  patients 
treated  in  our  hospital,  and  of  this  number 
17  were  charity  patients.  The  total  num- 
ber of  deaths  were  seven,  thus  giving  us  a 
mortality  of  3.7  per  eent,  which  is  exceed- 
ingly low  for  an  institution  taking  general 
eases.  The  usefulness  of  the  institution 
has  been  greatly  hindered  by  the  lack  of 
room.  If  we  had  had  room,  we  could  have 
had  over  500  patients  during  the  past  year. 
The  capacity  of  the  hospital  is  only  14  pa-  . 
tienls  and  this  capacity  is  at  present  taxed 
The  nurses  are  compelled  to  room  outside 
of  the  hospital — thus  entailing  an  additional 
expense  of  $240.00  per  year.  The  hospital 
has  been  self-sup|>orting. 

Superintendent  d.  R.  Carter,  of  the  or- 
phanage, read  the* report  of  the  trustees  of 
the  home.  The  report  states  that  the  de- 
mands have  been  very  great  upon  the  home 
to  care  for  helpless  orphans  and  from  home- 
less, dependent  mothers  broken  down  in 
health  by  exposure  and  over-work.  Many 
of  these  women  and  children  are  suffering 
for  the  necessarie*  i<r  life  and  for  the  lack 
oi  physical  and  medical  attention;  mauy 
ethers  are  going  to  wreck  an  1 ruin  for  the 
want  of  better  moral  surroundings  Th*’ 
riport  recommends: 

1.  That  our  preachers  preach  more  on 
filial  obedience  and  practical  authority. 

2.  Let  everyone  use  his  influence  to  get 
such  laws  enacted  as  will  coni|>el  the  trilling 
lathers  and  older  hoys  in  the  family  to  sup- 
port the  family. 

3.  Let  us  encourage  and  support  the 
Children's  Home  Finding  Society.  We 
have  one  in  Mississippi  with  headquarters 
at  Jackson,  Meridian,  Hattiesburg,  etc., 
with  Rev.  Jno.  L Green  and  wife  at  its 
head.  554  children  have  been  received  in- 
to our  home  for  a shorter  or  longer  time ; 
191  have  Wen  returned  to  parents  and  near 
relatives;  53  have  gone  out  for  themselves 
into  the  different  vocations  of  life;  28  have 
been  adopted  into  Christian  homes;  28  have 
married  and  are  doing  well;  14  have  died, 
and  we  have  in  our  home  at  present  227. 

■ >8  have  been  received  during  the  year;  27 
retur&ed  to  mothers  and  near  relatives;  8 
ha\e  gone  out  for  themselves;  4 adopted  in- 
to Christian  homes;  3 in  college-,  no  deaths; 
two  have  had  operations — otherwise  not  a 
serious  ease  of  illness.

The  trustees  recommend  that  steps  be 
taken  to  raise  $2,000  for  the  completion  of 
the  girls’  building  That  a committee  be 
appointed  by  the  convention  to  take  under 
advisement,  and  with  authority  to  act  for 
the  board,  the  securing  of  a farm  to  provide 
room  and  employment  for  our  larger  boys. 
The  total  disbursements  have  been  ♦15,666.37 
aud  the  cash  receipts  $14,495.42.  Every- 
thing was  encouraging. 

The  committee  on  the  Tri-State  Hospital 
at  Memphis,  reported:  . The1  present  build- 
ing of  the  Baptist  Memorial  Hospital,  which 
has  a capacity  of  about  150  beds,  has  cost 
in  round  numbers  $225,000.00.  This  build- 
ing, together  with  the  lot  upon  which  it 
stands,  is  worth. practically  $300,000.00,  and 
is  one  of  the  greatest  asset*,  both  for  its 
property  value  and  its  opportunity  aud 
power  for  usefulness,  that  the  Baptists  have 
anywhere  in  the  South.  We  have  a train- 
ing school  of  42  nurses — 35  pupil  uursvs  aud 
7 graduate  nurses.  $125,000  00  has  been 
paid  in  cash ; the  balance  has  been  borrow- 
ed. There  are  about  $70,000.00  in  unpaid 
subscriptions.  Mississippi  has  paid  $54,- 
000.00.  The  hospital  has  treated  464  pa- 
tients— 174  of  these  have  been  from  Missis- 
sippi. 

J.  L.  Johnson,  Jr.,  presented  the  report 
on  the  Layman’s  Movement.  There  have 
Wen  125  laymen’s  meetings  held  in  30  as 
sedations.  The  State  Mission  Board  ap- 
propriated to  this  work  $500.00,  of  which 
only  $225.00  has  been  used. 

The  trustees  of  the  Mississippi  Woman’s 
College  presented  the  report  through  the 
president.  The  enrollment  is  now  153 — ■ 
with  everything  looking  hopeful 
Dr.  J.  R.  Sampey,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  rep- 
resented the  Seminary.  He  made  a unique 
speech  on  the  “Country  Church”  which  ev- 
ery one  enjoyed.  A collection  of  $1,20000 
for  the  students  fund  at  the  Theological 
Seminary  was  taken  and  he  said  it  was  the 
easiest  collection  he  had  ever  taken. 

The  convention  adjourned  with  prayer  by 
J.  E.  Thigpen,  of  Flora. 

WEDNESDAY — EVENING  SESSION, 

The  dorotious  were  conducted  by  Harry

“Our  State  is  an  agricultural  country,  i 
Our  lands  arc  increasing  in  value  and  will  f 
double  their  present  value  in  ten  years.  1 
There  must  be  better  roads,  better  schools,  t 
Wtter  churches  and  Wtter  social  conditions  t 
if  we  hold  the  young  people  in  the-  coun-  ii 

try-  t I 

“Our  religion  must  keep  pace  with  com-  v 
mercial  progress,  or  we  will  suffer  loss.  The  t 


opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the  com- 
pletion of  a drainage  aud  levee  system  along 
the  Mississippi  river  will  lift  us  to  a place 
of  great  iini>ortauce  in  the  commercial 
world.  Here  is  our  gnat  danger.  There 
has  been  a distinct  drift  awaj-  from  the 
country  to  the  towns  and  cities  The  Slate 
Board  has  as  its  main  effort  to  strengthen 
our  cause  in  these  centers.  lleuoe  the 
great  need  of  a more  aggressive  movement 
among  our  country  churches. 

"We  have  a difficult  situation  in  the 
Delta.  This  is  the  largest  single  body  of 
rich  laud  in  the  United  States.  But  the 
conditions  religiously  are  chaotic.  The 
|>cople  are  worldly.  Money  is  plentiful 
aud  everybody  believes  in  Laving  a good 
time.  Our  young  people  in  the  Delta  are 
slipping  away  fivm  the  influences  of  Chris- 
tianity. Now  we  must  have  a more  ag- 
gressive policy  relative  to  the  Delia.  The 
automobile  and  moving  pictures  are  two 
factors  that  are  sapping  the  very  life  out  of 

Christianity. 

“Again,  the  State  is  moving  forward  a^ong 
educational  linetj  Our  public  schools  are 
increasing  in  attendance  and  efficiency.  The 
agricultural  schools  are  being  estabiiahed  in 
every  county.  Our  State  schools  have  no 
superiors  aud  not  many  equals  as  to  equip- 
ment etc.  Our  denominational  schools 
are  making  rapid  strides;  sq-'that  our  State 
is  progressing  from  an  educational  point  of 
view.  Upon  the  Baptist  denomination  more 
than  any  other  docs  the  responsibility  rest 
First,  because  of  the  numbers  and  character 
of  our  constituency;  and  second,  because  of 
our  stroughold  in  the  country  and  among 
the  masses.  Our  democratic  form  of  gov- 
ernment appeals  to  both  country  and  town, 
rich  and  poor,  black  and  white. 

“Our  success  in  evangelism  is  not  equal- 
ed by  any  other  denomination,  but  we  need 
development  and  better  equipment.  Th 
Work  of  the  State  Board  will  ncxer  com- 
pleted. The  time  will  never  come  when 
we  can  abandon  or  lessen  our  efforts.  The 
General  Education  Board  has  recognized 
the  number  and  character  of  our  .ienoini'ni- 
tioual  schools  in  making  us  one  of  the  few, 
which  have  .received  large  donations  for 
Christian  education.  The  State  Board  will 
play  a very  iiniKirtant  part  in  raising  Ihe 
onc-half-million-dollar  endowment  for  Mia-  ^ 
sissippi  College. 

“There  were  758  baptisms  by  missionaries  | 
and  908  by  others  where  missionaries  la- 
bored, making  a total  of  1.666  persons  bap- 
tized through  efforts  of  the  board  this  year,  i 
In  1893,  $4,646  12  was  given  to  State  Mis  j 
sions;  1903,  $13,779.

Here  is  urged 
the  rebuilding,  the  restoring  of  the  mind, 
the  rehabilitating  of  the  intellect,  by  which 
.the  character  itself  is  more  than  trans- 
formed—is  transfigured.  There  is  nothing 
on  earth  that  can  he  standard  and  pattern 
for  man.  All  its  ideals  and  measurements 
tall  short.  He  is  not  to  lie  conformed  to 
this  age.  Its  fashions  are  ephemeral  and 
chaugfiil.  This  age  is  too  short  and  its 
habits  quickly  doffed  and  discarded  for  such 
an  immortal  being  as  man.  Nothing  but 
the  likeness  of  the  eternal  and  unchangea- 
ble («od  can  be  the  end  he  seeks  and  to 
which  he  shpll  attain.  And  so  he  is  to  he 
transfigured  that  he  may  come  to  embody 
in  himself  and  demonstrate  to  all  creation 
aud  through  ail  eternity  what  is  the  orig- 
inal anil  the  final  purpose  of  (Jod;  that  he 
may  show  what  (Jod  had  in  mind,  that  he 
may  come  to  lie  the  embodiment  of  the 
highest  conception  of  the  mind  of  the  Al- 
mighty God,  Hig  -will,  the  good,  the  well- 
pleasing,  the  perfect. 

The  education  that  does  not  have  this  as 
its  aim  and  ideal  is  not  worthy  of  ns,  is  not 
suited  to  man’s  needs  and  fails  in  the  first 
and  highest  essential.  The  school  that 
does  not  have  this  conception  cannot  make 
your  child  and  mine  what  he  ought  to  he. 
needs  to  be.  was  destined  to  be  To  fall 
short  of  the  ideal,  or  to  have  any  lower 
standard  is  to  impede  the  purpose  of  God 
to  mar  His  highest  handiwork  and  fall  short 
of  the  destiny  of  man.  The  psalmist 
looking  forward  through  the  present  low 
•-state  of  man  saw  his  day  of  exaltation  and 
coronation,  when  he  said:  “What  is  man 
that  thou  art  mindful  of  him.  or  the  son  of 
man  that  thou  visitest  him.  Thou  madest 
him  to  have  dominion  over  the  works  of  Thy 
hands.  Thou  hast  crowned  him  with  glory 
and  honor.” 

THE  INDIVIDUAL  BAPTIST. 

Hiee.  probably  the  most  widely  distrib- 
uted grain,  is  in  this  country  often  poorly 
prepared.  Jn  China  and  Japan,  where  it 
is  the  staple  article  of  food,  and  in  Louis* 
iana  and  the  Carolinas  where  it  is  esteemed 
as  a delicacy,  rice  is  prepared  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  avoid  the  forming  of  a gummy 
mass,  or  a gelatinous  jelly.  Although  a 
homogeneous  aggregation,  each  grain  lies 
separate  from  every  other  grain. 

Mississippi  Baptists  have  just  closed  one 
of  the  most  important  sessions  in  the  his- 
tory of  their  convention  The  establish- 
ment of  tlje  Education  Commission,  the  in- 
auguration of  the  endowment  move,  and 


other  new  and  necessary  ste|m,  will  ever 
mark  the  contention  of  1912  as  an  impor- 
tant one.  Delegates  and  visitors  seemed 
more  enthusiastic  over  missions;  the  hos- 
pital came  into  its  own;  The  Baptist  Record 
was  given  ajilace  on  a par  with  the  various 
causes  which  the  convention  fosters-,  mam 
things  were  done  which  indelibly  impressed 
those  who  heard  and  saw  with  the  necessity 
for  supporting  all  of  the  phases  of  Gim'* 
work.  Another  good  index  was  the  ease 
with  which  money  was  raised  for  several 
causes. 

Now!  The  time  for  talking  and  plan- 
ning. for  discussing  and  hearing  about  tin- 
work  in  convention  is  past.  Some  of  vou 
spoke  of  the  need  for  this  or  that  work; 
others  heard;  still  others  heard  only  the 
echo  from  afar.  All  of  us  should  have  be- 
come enthusiasts.  But  “let  us  be  doers 
of  the  Word,  and  not  hearers  only  ” 

The  actual  test  of  the  value  of  the  con- 
vention lies  in  its  effect  upon  the  individ- 
ual Baptist.  Like  the  grain  in  the  wdl- 
prepared  dish  of  rice*,  each  member  neces- 
sarily stands  alone  in  his  responsibility  to 
God.  The  work  of  the  convention  must  go 
on — not  because  it  is  the  convention  work, 
but  because  it  is  the  work  of  God. 

All  of  the  promises  and  pledges  made  in 
the  whole  session  will  amount  to  naught  if 
the  individual  Baptist,  who  made  each 
pledge,  docs  not  go  to  and  redeem  ois 
pledge.  All  of  the  enthusiasm  for  missions, 
the  hospital,  the  endowment.  The  Record,  or 
what  not,  will  he  as  steam  blown  through 
the  whistle  unless  we  go  home  wjth  that 
same  enthusiasm  and  work  for  these  worthy 
objects.

THE  PUZZLE  8 WITCH. 

1 lu-re  is  an  intricate  piece  of  railroad 
construction  called  the  “puzzle  switch.” 
lo  the  uninitiated  the  puzzle  seems  to  be 
whether  a train  striking  the  switch  would 
go  to  the  right  or  left— or  straight  up!  The

Some  of  our 
folks  stem  never  quite  so  happy  as  when 
t they  can  say  that  they  have  three  or  four 
hundred  people  in  the  Sunday  School.  But 
they  have  not  quite  gotten  down  to  serious- 
ly come  to  the  task  of  teaching  the  facts 
about  our  holy  religion  and  es|>ccially  the 
teachings  of  the  Bible.  We  have  the  quiet 
hour  to  approach  the  teaching  problem  but 
we  do  not  utilize  it  as  we  should.  We  are 
improving,  for  we  arc  developing  bettor 
teaehers.  Better  teaehers  ran  do  better 
work. 

Dr.  I.  J.  Van  Ness,  editorial  secretary  ol 
the  Sunday  School  ltoard,  Nashville,  Tciin., 
spoke  for  ten  minutes.  He  wan  so^limited 
in  time  thst  he  could  not  gi»rihe  report 
such  consideration  as  hc^.doaired.  But  -he 
said  that  all  that  was  needed  in  Mississippi 
was  to  come  and  say,  “We  thank  you."

“In  all  the  babel  of  confusing  and  con- 
flicting answers,  however,  one  of  these  facts 
gets  tolerably  clear  and  distinct  expression. 
* That  fact  is.  that  practically  all  Christian 
denominations  recognize  that  the  church 
owes  it  to  the  child  to  bring  the  knowledge 
of  her  saving  truth  to -near  upon  the  young 
mind  and  spirit,  and  the  church  owes  it  to 
her  sovereign  Ixird  to  see  that  the  child  is 
taught  these  mighty  virtues. 

“In  America  where  religious  liberty  has 
been  carried  to  its  utmost  extreme,  it  lias 
become  apparent  that  the  Sunday  School  is 
practically  the  only  means  by  which  evan- 
gelical Christianity  can  relate  itself  to,  and 
seek  to  solve  the  problem  of  religious  edu- 
cation. 

“In  the  State  of  Mississippi  there  arc  250.- 
000  pupils  in  our  public  schools.  It  is  a 
conservative  estimate  to  say  that  there  are 
75,000  pupils  from  Baptist  homes  in  onr  pub- 
lic schools. 

“We  cannot  overestimate  the  importfihe.c 
of  onr  churches  undertaking  to  do  some- 
thing more  effective  and  worth  while  in 
this  vastly  too  long  neglected  field,  of  edu- 
cating and  developing  thos«  committed  to 
our  care. 

“The  hour  has  come  when  we.  the  most

The  delegation  was  (juite  small  at  the  op- 
ening session.  11.  L.  Martin  led  the  devo- 
tions. “Amazing  Grace”  was  sung.  He 
read  Luke  2 and  emphasized  the  idea  of 
losing  ( hrist.  We  may  lose  the  -conscious- 
n<  as  of  His  presence,  hut  He  never  loses  us. 
kven  messengers { to  a convention  in  the 
house  of  God  may  lose  Christ  Even  in  do- 
ing things  we  must  do  we  lose  Christ. 

The  president  recognized  \V.  E.  Tynei,  of 
Texas,  and  I)r  J.  It.  Gamhn-ll,  a Mississippi- 
Texan,  was  also  recognized  and  welcomed. 
Each  of  them  spoke  a few  words,  expressing- 
joy  at  being  wit  hr  us. 

Dr.  I.  W.  Read  read  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  woman’s  work.  The  report 
shows  that  men  are  being  led  to  higher 
ground  through  the  activity  of  the  women. 
There  is  coming  into  our  churches  a larger 
put  look  through  the  touch  of  woman’s  ac- 
tivity. The  women  of  Mississippi  gaVe  to 
Foreign  Missions  $5,541.43  and  to  Home  Mis- 
sions .*4,007  60;  for  all  purposes,  $36,342.90 
— over  $11,000  more  than  last  year.  But 
the  work  of  the  women  cannot  he  estimated 
in  dollars  and  cents — their  influence  is 
much  wider  than  a money  consideration. 

1’r.  Read,  in  a happy  manner,  spoke  to  the 
convention  of  woman’s  work. 

Dr.  C.  V.  Edwards  of  Greenwood/ read 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  Home  Mis- 
sions The  report  showed  how  great  the 
work  before  us  is.  The  report  recommends 
the  reading  nnd  circulation  of  the  Home 
Board  literature,  the  securing  of  subscrip- 
tions to  the  Home  Field;  and  the  organiz- 
ing of  Home  Mission  study  classes.  The 
rejiort  also  recommends  that  Mississippi 
Baptists  heartily  co-operate  in  raising  the 
amount  asked  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. and  that  we  pray  and  work  for  the 
time  when  no  Mississippi  Baptists  will  give 
less  than  n two-cent  |M>stnge  stamp  a week 
for  the  redemption  of  home  nnd  native  land. 

The  entire  hour  was  given  to  Dr.  B.  D. 
Gray,  secretary  of  the  Home  Board,  He 
went  over  the  entire  field  and  urged  the  im- 
portance of  every  one  giving  time,  thought, 
work  and  means  to  propagate  the  work  of 
the  hoard. 

The  report  of  the  board  of  ministerial  ed- 
ucation was  read  by  President  Provine,  of 
Mississippi  College.  The  board  has  ex- 
pended  $3,719.88  The  income  is  $3,939.52. 
There  are  85  ministerial  students  which  is 
largely  in  excess  of  any  enrollment  we  have 
ever  had  and  more  men  asking  for  assis- 
tance than  ever  in  our  history.  Thirty 
young  men  are  getting  hoard  free.  The  in- 
debtedness of  the  hoard  now  is  $2,700, 

A collection  was  taken  for  ministerial 
support,  or  support  for  students  at  Clinton 
of  $1,185.

• 1 he  report  of  the  committee  on  nomina- 
tions was  read  by  J.  W Lee.  Very  little 
, change  was  made  in  the  personnel  of  the 
various  hoards.  -Same  brother  to  preach 
the  convention  sermon  who  preaches  the 


sermon  of  the  ministers’  conference.  Co- 
lumbia was  the  place  selected  for  the  next 
meeting  of  the  convention. 

A collection  for  the  orphanage  was  taken 
to  raise  r2.<NiO  to  finish  up  the  building  to  4 
house  the  orphans  knocking  at  the  door.  A 
collection  of  $985  was  taken.  The  com 
mittee  on  publications  reported  through  J. 

L.  Lowe.  The  report  showed  that  the  sub- 
scription list  had  been  doubled.  The  com- 
mittee recommends  that  the  convention  re- 
new our  pledge  to  recognize  The  Baptist 
Record  as  our  official  news  medium,  and 
that  the  pastors  and  churches  do  all  in  their 
power  to  establish  the  church-subscription 
plan  of  putting  the  paper  iu  the  homes  of 
our  people.  The  rejmrt  gives  expression 
to  pleasure  in  the  fraternal  relation  existing 
between  The  Mississippi  Baptist  and  our  pa- 
per and  wish  for  it,  as  well#  as  our  own, 
great  usefulness  in  the  extension  of  the  Re- 
deemer’s Kingdom.

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  committee  on  aged  ministers’  relief 
reported  that  $1,706.06  has  been  collected 
for  this  fund.  There  was  a surplus  from 
last  year  which  enabled  the  convention  to 
meet  the  demands  The  total  amount 
s|H-nt  this  year  is  $2,693.  There  is  a bal- 
ance of  87.77  in  the  treasury.  It  will  re- 
quire $5,000  the  coming  year  to  meet  the 
demands. 

Rev.  1.  P.  Trotter,  of  Hattiesburg,  asked 
. a little  time  for  the  convention  to  present  a 
matter  which  was  near  his  heart.

brid and  alien,  when  met  at  "church 
of  Latter  Day  Saints  of.  Jesus 
Christ."  However,  the  new  Immi- 
gration, with  It#  Aalastlc  element, 
has  brought  Into  our  country  the 
"heathen  religions"  upon  whose 
overthrow.

ures  he  always  supports.  In  the  In- 
vestigation ^for  expulsion  from  the 
Senate,  "It  was  not  proven"  that 
Reed  Smoot  was  a polygamist;  he 
was  not,  however,  tried  on  that  Is- 
sue. It  was  abundantly  proven 
that  he  was  a leader,  and  "apostle" 
in  an  organization  which  stands  for 
polygamy;  whose  supreme  and  "In- 
fallible** head — by  his  own  sworn 
testimony — has,  and  intends  to  keep 
five  wives,  because  by  not  doing  so. 
he  would  "violate  the  command  of 
Ood  and  be  damned."  On  this 
ground,  and  because  he  had  sworn 
allegiance  to  the  church  above  the 
nation,  the  investigating  committee 
recommended  the  expulsion  of 
Smoot.

While  the  Mormon  problem  pre- 
sents a field  for  Home  Mission  ef- 
fort, It  is  not  for  this  nation,  a re- 
ligious question.  The  bulk  of  the 
Mormon  adherents  are  a simple  peo- 
ple, either  fanatic  or  deceived.  In 
common  with  all  other  Americans, 
they  have  a right  to  their  religious 
beliefs,  so  long  as  the  beliefs  and 
the  practice  of  them  do  not  inter- 
fere with  law  and  decency.  But 
It  is  because  It  Is  a political  and  so- 
cial danger,  threatening  all  of  our 
national  ideals  of  individual  free- 
dom: of  the  purity  of  the  home; 
of  an  uncontrolled  press;  of  modern 
as  well  as  Christian  standards  of 


morality  and  decency;  and  the  pc»® 
of  our  nation  at  home  and  its  hosw 
abroad,  that  we  should  have  tbe 
right  to  make  a campaign  Hgatsk 
the  Mormon  church. 

It  Is  to  patriotism,  not  to  relil- 
lous  prejudice,  that  an  . appeal  cm
